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City coundl sets property tax rate 


Compensating 
rate accepted; 
taxpayers to 
pay less for 
second 
straight year

Not only are city resi¬ 
dents saving a little more 
by falling gas prices, they’ll 
also put back an additional 
sum when their city prop¬ 
erty tax bill arrives in the 
mail. 

For the second straight 
year, city property owners 
will be paying less in prop¬ 
erty taxes. 

In a special called meet¬ 
ing on Monday, Liberty 
City Council voted on the 


first reading of an ordi¬ 
nance accepting the com¬ 
pensating rate. Second 
reading was approved and 
adopted on Tuesday. 

The 21.7-cent rate will 
generate $205,412 in prop¬ 
erty tax revenues, com¬ 
pared with $200,275 last 
year, according to figures 
from City Hall. In contrast, 
the 2013 rate was 22.3 
cents. 

An additional $15,888 
will be generated by the 
tax of 20.8 cents on motor 
vehicles, which is the same 


rate as last year. Revenue 
from bank fees will bring 
in another $34,994, bring¬ 
ing the projected total rev¬ 
enue for 2014 to $256,294, 
compared to $252,216 for 
2013. 

Had the council chosen 
the 4 percent increase al¬ 
lowed by law, projected 
total revenue would have 
been $263,867. 

Residents can expect to 
receive the tax bill within 
the next few weeks. The 
bills are due upon receipt 
and no discount is offered 


for early payment as it is 
with county taxes. No pen¬ 
alties are incurred until af¬ 
ter Jan. 31. 

In other business, the 
council: 

■ Had first reading on 
the new zoning ordinance. 
A lengthy discussion cen¬ 
tered around conditional 
use permits through the 
Board of Adjustments and 
whether additional restric¬ 
tions should be placed

'Know Your 
Candidates' 
political forum

Event to feature mayor, 
city coundl, magistrates 
and county judge races

After 16 years, Casey County will have 
a new Judge-Executive and Liberty a new 
mayor beginning Jan.l. Both Judge-Ex¬ 
ecutive Ronald Wright and Mayor Steve 
Sweeney are not seeking re-election in the 
Nov. 4 general election. 

In addition, with 10 candidates running 
for six Liberty city council seats, two county 
magisterial races and three running for county 
judge on the ballot, Casey Countians should 
be informed as to who will represent them 
in these offices the next two and four years. 
(Those are the terms of city offices, county 
races are for four years). 

The Casey County News is partnering with 
WKDO FM to host a “Know Your Candi¬ 
dates” political forum set for Thursday, Oct. 
30, at 6:30 p.m. in the cafeteria of Casey 
County High School. 

“What makes this forum unique is the fact 
that for the first time, city residents will be 
able to hear candidates for mayor and city 
council express their views on the issues,” 
said Brittany Emerson, General Manager and 
Advertising Manager at the newspaper. 

WKDO will once again do a live remote 
broadcast of the forum. 

RadioLibertyKY.com will also stream the 
forum on the Internet. 

Candidates who choose to participate will 
be questioned by a three-member panel. Each 
candidate will also be given the opportunity 
to make a closing statement. 

Candidates already on the ballot who don’t 
have opposition in the general election on 
Nov. 4 are also invited to attend in order to 
be introduced to the public and make a state¬ 
ment, should they so desire. 

The forum is free and open to the public.

Grimes vows to unseat 
McConnell in senator's race

If Alison Lundergan Grimes was a hell fire and 
brimstone preacher, Mitch McConnell’s the devil 
and she vows to run him out of the state. 

Grimes, McConnell’s opponent in the Nov. 4 
general election, made a campaign stop in Liberty 
on Thursday at the Central Kentucky AG/EXPO 
Center. 

The Kentucky Secretary of State brought a 
crowd of about 75 supporters to their feet in ask¬ 
ing them to send McConnell out of Washington 
after serving as Kentucky’s senior senator for 30 
years.

I need you every step 
of the way,” Grimes said to thunderous applause.

Goode Tobacco and Cattle

It was 1933 and 
U.S.farmers were facing 
some of the lowest agri¬ 
cultural prices in history 
due to overproduction and 
a declining international 
market. In an effort to re¬ 
store the parity between 
rural farmers and big in¬ 
dustry, President Franklin 
Roosevelt introduced a 
piece of legislation called 
the Agricultural Adjust¬ 
ment Act. 


Under the AAA (which 
was revised in 1938), the 
supply of several standard 
crops - rice, peanuts, milk, 
com, wheat, cotton, and to¬ 


bacco - was controlled by 
offering subsidies to farm¬ 
ers who volunteered to re¬ 
duce their crop production 
or quit producing altogeth¬ 


er. The program provided 
tobacco with a safety net 
under market auction pric¬ 
es and manufacturers with 
stable crop production. 

In 2004, the planting re¬ 
strictions were lifted with 
the passing of the Fair and 
Equitable Reform Act, 
which included a compo¬ 
nent known today as the 
“Tobacco buyout.” 

With increasing public 
awareness about the nega¬ 
tive effects of tobacco use, 
and the safety net for tobac¬ 
co producers removed, the 


number of tobacco farms 
in Kentucky have been in a 
steady decline. 

In 2012, the Agricultural 
Census reported there were 
only 4,537 tobacco farms 
operating in Kentucky - a 
stark contrast to the 29,237 
that existed in 2002, prior 
to the buyout. 

With the last tobacco 
payout expected to go out 
around Oct. 30, the post¬ 
buyout era for tobacco pro¬ 
ducers remains uncertain.

Are you woiried about contracting Ebola?

But is it something that 
we should really be anx¬ 
ious about? 

The disease, according 
to the Centers for Disease 
Control, isn’t all that easy 
to catch, like a common 
cold or the flu. 

It’s mostly transmitted 
through bodily fluids, such 
as perspiration, and blood. 
And unless you’re in the 
health care field, it’s highly 
unlikely that’ll happen. 

Also, it’s doubtful that 
anyone in Casey County 
has traveled to west Africa, 
where the disease is run¬ 
ning rampant. 

I lived in that region of 
the world for more than 
a decade as a missionary 
and lived with the threat of 
malaria, hepatitis, cholera, 
and salmonella and stom¬ 
ach bugs from unwashed 
vegetables. 

A colleague and friend 
paid the ultimate price for 
Christ when he contracted 
a rare form of hepatitis 
from drinking raw milk in 



an African village. He died 
a few days later. 

Others died from ma¬ 
laria, which is carried and 
transmitted by mosquitos. 
One deadly form of malar¬ 
ia attacks the brain and can 
cut short a life. 

Seemingly, people today 
should be more concerned 
about developing Alzheim¬ 
er’s disease, diabetes, dif¬ 
ferent types of cancer, or 
heart disease. 

My mother died of Al¬ 
zheimer’s so I may have 
that lurking in my future. 
But at 59, and as a Chris¬ 
tian, I really don’t worry 
about the future or catching 
some disease. 

That doesn’t mean I 
should live just any way 
that I want. There are things 
that can shorten life and in 
those areas I’m trying to do 
better. 

There’s a video on You¬ 
Tube called “Butter Makes 


your Pants Fall Off,” the 
story of a man who adopted 
a low carb, high fat, medi¬ 
um protein diet. 

Bob Briggs lost 145 
pounds in 14 months and 
has been able to maintain 
that weight loss, by virtual¬ 
ly eliminating sugar, wheat 
products such as bread, and 
pasta, and starches such as 
rice and potatoes. 

Sugar is probably the 
biggest culprit in our world 
today that wreaks more 
havoc on the human body 
than most anything else we 
eat. 

Think for a moment 
about how much sugar the 
average American eats on a 
daily basis. 

It’s in sodas, processed 
foods, bread, sweets, and 
other foods we consume, 
as much as 20 teaspoons 
a day. Over time, that’s a 
mountain of sugar. 

In doing research on 
Briggs and the high fat 
way of life, I’m finding a 
great deal of truth indicat¬ 
ing how beneficial this type 
of diet can be, especially in 
the area of heart disease 
and diabetes. 

I’m giving this regime a 


shot and have dropped 14 
pounds in three weeks. OK, 
that’s not a ton of weight 
but it’s a start. 

Losing 14 pounds for 
me is like throwing a deck 
chair off a cruise ship to 
lighten the load. It’ll take 
much more than that to 
make a visible difference. 

For breakfast, I had two 
eggs, a tablespoon of butter 
and some cream cheese — 
good saturated fats, moder¬ 
ate proteins, and zero carbs. 
I’ll let you know how this 
goes as time marches on. 

Getting a flu shot is an¬ 
other way that we seniors 
can protect ourselves dur¬ 
ing the upcoming winter. 

I hear varying opinions 
about the flu shot, that get¬ 
ting one will give you the 
flu. Not true, as there isn’t 
any live virus in the shot 
that can give you the sick¬ 
ness. 

Hopefully we won’t have 
a flu epidemic this winter 
and we can all look for¬ 
ward to a beautiful Spring 
in Central Kentucky. 

Bundle up, stay warm, 
safe, and enjoy life. It’s 
worth living.

Generator app, anyone can 
use their intelligent little 
phone to create their own 
meme and message, and 
send it across the internet. 

Here’s where things get 
really annoying. 

Since elections are heat¬ 
ing up, the most frequent 
memes I’ve been seeing 
are politically-based and 
often very one-sided. And 
more importantly - they’re 
false. 

Unlike our typical news 
media outlets, which we 
can either fact-check our¬ 
selves, or read knowing 
that someone somewhere 
will eventually do the fact¬ 
checking, memes do not 
require as much. 

And because we love 
hearing our own opinions 
(discarding anything addi¬ 
tional), we typically share 
a lot of these one-sided, 


misleading memes - with¬ 
out actually knowing 
whether they are entirely 
true or not. 

Several studies sur¬ 
rounding our tendency to 
believe fake news on so¬ 
cial media is said to stem 
from our general distrust 
in government. And be¬ 
cause we no longer trust 
mainstream media, we’re 
much more apt to believe 
a misinformed meme. 

Let me give you an ex¬ 
ample. 

One particular meme 
I have come across says 
IN BIG BOLD LETTERS 
“If Republican economic 
policies are so great for 
America, why are most red 
states dirt poor?” 

This is a particular talk¬ 
ing point Democrats are 
currently using, with the 
help of CNN’s Jack Caf- 
ferty who said in his blog, 
“Most of the 10 poorest 
states are Republican.” 

Unfortunately, this kind 
of statement is wildly 
vague, incredibly empty, 
and basically false. 

Mark Henderson, con¬ 


tributor to Forbes Maga¬ 
zine , points out that eco¬ 
nomic analysis involves 
looking at a long string 
of various factors, some 
of which have nothing to 
do with policital align¬ 
ment (climate, historical 
repercussions, and overall 
trends). 

Henderson also says that 
of the poorest states (based 
on per capita income) “half 
of them have Democratic 
governors and three have 
Democratic majorities in 
the lower house of their 
legislature, so these states 
can hardly be classified as 
completely Republican.” 

As you can see, memes 
take one miniscule aspect 
of an argument, blow it 
up, and make it seem as 
though it is written in law. 

That being said, I have 
one piece of advice - be¬ 
fore your quick-trigger 
fingers click “Like” or 
“Share,” make sure you’ve 
looked into it and you 
know just exactly what in¬ 
formation you are sending 
out into the world.

Ellison: City support for 
the college in helping it get off 
the the ground and running. 
The college should bring a lot 
of good things into Liberty if 
we give it a positive start. Ev¬ 
ery student who enrolls here 
will add to downtown revital¬ 
ization by bringing new inter¬ 
est here and a positive start is 
critical. Advertise it and give 
our local people access to a 
good education economically 
and allow our young people 


to remain at home longer. 

Hansford: Increase our 
communities walkability as¬ 
pect for pedestrians, bikers, 
and students. 

Johnson: When the new 
Community Education Cen¬ 
ter is completed, downtown 
Liberty will need to be able to 
be more pedestrian friendly, 
as well as offer more parking. 
The challenge to the citizens 
of Liberty, and to the city 
council will be to deliver op¬ 
tions/ideas to meet this goal. 
Those options will be varied 
and many and we will need 
to explore ways to incorpo¬ 
rate them into a revitalization 
project that benefits not just 
the Community Education 
Center but the residents of 
Liberty as well.

How¬ 
ever, we must assist existing 
downtown businesses by 
creating programs that will 
improve sidewalks and pe¬ 
destrian areas, improve the 
look of downtown area and 
its building, and address the 


shortage of parking areas. 

Vaughn: Downtown Lib¬ 
erty has come a long way in 
the past five years with the 
many new businesses, includ¬ 
ing the movie theater, a cof¬ 
fee shop, and a bakeiy. I feel 
that we should continue to 
promote downtown and there 
will be more opportunities 
for revitalization of existing 
businesses and current build¬ 
ings with the opening of the 
college. The city council can 
certainly enhance this process 
by investing in downtown 
infrastmcture and beautifica¬ 
tion. In addition, encouraging 
local people to take advan¬ 
tage of business and service 
opportunities that will result 
with the increased traffic flow 
that comes with the opening 
of the college.

First all-in-one hotel 
and convention center 
conies to Boyle 

Danville Advocate Messenger 

Boyle County will soon have its first 
all-in-one hotel and convention cen¬ 
ter. 

Construction on a new Holiday Inn 
Express will begin this spring on prop¬ 
erty adjacent to the Hampton Inn on 
the Danville bypass. 

Representatives of Lexington-based 
Laxmi Narayan IILLC went before the 
Boyle-Danville Board of Adjustments 
on Thursday seeking a variance to in¬ 
crease the height limit allowed for the 
hotel from 35 feet to 45 feet 5 inches. 

It seemed to be a bit of a mystery why 
the height limit was set in the zoning 
ordinance at 35 feet in the first place. 
Paula Bary, director of Danville-Boyle 
County Planning and Zoning, sought 
out Danville Fire Marshal Ken Pflug 
to inquire if buildings above 35 feet 
are against fire code. 

Bary reported to the board that Pflug 
assured her that was not the case. 
Finding no other reason to deny the 
request, the board unanimously ap¬ 
proved the variance. 

Kendal Wise of VANTAGE En¬ 
gineering said the height increase is 
necessary for the aesthetics of the 
hotel and to allow for the convention 
meeting space on the lower level of the 
building. 

Wise said the meeting facility will 
hold 150-200 people and can be parti¬ 
tioned off to allow for smaller meeting 
spaces. 

Wise said construction won’t begin 
for another three months or so, al¬ 
lowing sufficient time to complete fi¬ 
nal plans and seek necessary permits. 
It will take roughly 12-18 months to 
complete the project once construction 
begins. 

Fake Ebola fliers 
distributed in Frankfort 

Frankfort State Journal 

A flier distributed in the Mead- 
owview area near Western Hills High 
School contains misinformation about 
Ebola, according to local healthcare 
officials. 

According to Beth Fisher, public in¬ 
formation officer with the state cabi¬ 
net for health and human services, the 
flier has a logo from the Centers for 
Disease Control on it. It contains false 
information about the virus, including 
that more than 20 cases have been con¬ 
firmed in the U.S. and it can be trans¬ 
mitted by air. 

“We are not passing out fliers at this 
time, the health department is not pass¬ 
ing fliers out either,” Fisher said. 

The most distressing item on the 
flier, she said, was a line saying CDC 
officials may enter any residence to 
control the spread of the virus. 

Franklin County Health Department 
Executive Director Judy Mattingly 
said the best place for people to get ac¬ 
curate information about Ebola is from 
the CDC website, CDC.gov. 

Mattingly said the state would be re¬ 
leasing a statewide statement warning 
Kentuckians about Ebola misinforma¬ 
tion. 

Nation's coaches vote 
UK basketball No. 1 in 
preseason poll

In-person absentee 
voting on-going

Eligible voters in many Kentucky 
counties may already cast absentee 
votes for the Nov. 4 general election in 
their county clerks’ offices. 

All counties will allow eligible vot¬ 
ers to cast in-person absentee ballots at 
least 12 working days before the elec¬ 
tion. 

Individuals who may be eligible to

vote by in-person absentee ballot in¬ 
clude: 

■ Military personnel, their depen¬ 
dents, and overseas citizens who are 
absent from the county on Election 
Day 

■ Military personnel confined to 
a base who learn of the confinement 
within seven days or less of the elec¬ 
tion 

■ Students and residents who tem¬ 
porarily reside outside the county 

■ Students who temporarily reside 
outside the county 

■ Voters who temporarily reside 
outside Kentucky (e.g., vacationers) 

■ Voters (and their spouses) who 
have surgery scheduled that will re¬ 
quire hospitalization on Election Day 

■ Women in their third trimester of 
pregnancy 

■ Election officials (e.g., precinct 
election officers appointed to serve 
in precincts other than their own, al¬ 
ternate precinct election officers, and 
board of election members and staff) 

■ Other voters who are absent from 
the county on Election Day. 

In-person absentee voting is con¬ 
ducted during the county clerk’s regu¬ 
lar business hours on voting machines 
similar to those used on Election Day. 
In-person absentee votes must be cast 
by close of business on Nov. 3. 

Individuals who do not qualify to 
vote absentee in person may be eligi¬ 
ble to vote by mail-in absentee ballot. 
Voters may request an absentee ballot 
application from their county clerk in 
person or via telephone, fax, or email. 

In addition, under Grimes’ Military 
Heroes Voting Initiative, qualified 
military and overseas voters may ap¬ 
ply for and receive an absentee ballot 
through a new online portal. 

Applications for mail-in absentee 
ballots must be received by the clerk’s 
office by no later than Oct. 28, and the 
county clerk must receive the complet¬ 
ed absentee ballot by 6:00 p.m. local 
time on Election Day.

State leads Ebola 
preparedness effort

The Kentucky Department for Pub¬ 
lic Health (DPH) is coordinating mul¬ 
tiple efforts related to Ebola prepared¬ 
ness to increase the level of readiness 
for hospitals, local health departments, 
other health providers and partners to 
deal with any potential cases of Ebola 
in the state in the unlikely event of 
such an occurrence. There have been 
no cases of Ebola reported in Ken¬ 
tucky at this time. 

DPH is providing information and 
guidance to medical providers about 
Ebola, including holding internal 
briefings and tabletop exercises to 
make sure hospitals, physicians and 
other health care workers are not only 
aware of how to diagnose a possible 
Ebola infection, but also how to mini¬ 
mize the risk of exposure if a case is 
identified. 

The current Ebola outbreak has been 
centered in a few countries in West Af¬ 
rica. Ebola is not spread by air, water, 
casual contact or food. 

You can only get Ebola from contact 
with bodily fluids of a person who is 
sick with or has died from Ebola, or 
from exposure to contaminated ob¬ 
jects, such as needles. 

The only individuals potentially 
at risk for Ebola in the United States 
right now are those who have traveled 
to affected areas of West Africa or who 
have been directly involved in treating 
cases of Ebola or close contacts to a 
symptomatic patient with Ebola. 

People are encouraged to immedi¬ 
ately inform their health care provid¬ 
ers if they are ill and have traveled to 
an affected country within the previ¬ 
ous 21 days or had contact with some¬ 
one with Ebola. 

Likewise, all providers should take 
a thorough travel history on all their 
patients, stated a press release from 
the DPH. 

Symptoms of Ebola include fever, 
severe headache, muscle pain, vomit¬ 
ing, diarrhea, stomach pain, or unex¬ 
plained bleeding or bruising. 

Symptoms may appear anywhere 
from 2 to 21 days after exposure, al¬ 
though 8-10 days is most common. 
People are not contagious before they 
show symptoms. 

There have also been reports of mis¬ 
information and materials that may be 
designed to appear official circulating 
in some communities. 

People should consult http://www. 
cdc.gov and http://healthalerts.ky.gov 
for up-to-date, accurate information 
about Ebola.

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Man faces drug, endangerment charges; 
grand jury indicts nine others

A Casey County grand 
jury has indicted a Middle- 
burg man on drug and other 
charges. 

Thomas E. Delk, 44, of 
1740 Indian Creek Road, 
is accused of first-degree 
wanton endangerment, 
third-degree terroristic 
threatening, possession of 
a firearm by a convicted 
felon, and marijuana culti¬ 
vation, firearm enhanced. 

Court records state that 
on July 25, Delk pointed a 
loaded 12 gauge shotgun in 
Linda Myers’ face and also 
threatened to kill Daniel 


Bell and Myers. 

Delk, scheduled to be in 
court on Oct. 27 for an ar¬ 
raignment, is also accused 
of growing more than five 
plants of marijuana, with 
the intent to sell it. 

Other indictments in¬ 
clude: 

■ Donna M. Burchfield 
is charged with first-degree 
first offense possession 
of a controlled substance, 
first offense DUI, and two 
counts of first-degree wan¬ 
ton endangerment, having 
allegedly driven with two 
children ages 9 and 3, in 
her car on Aug. 6. 


■ Sandra K. Kidd faces 
one count of first-degree 
promoting contraband 
when she allegedly took 12 
Oxycodone, 11 Xanax, and 
three Suboxone, into the 
Casey County Detention 
Center on Aug. 21. 

■ Jeannie M. Mondie 
aka Monday, is accused 
of theft by unlawful tak¬ 
ing, firearm. The indict¬ 
ment states that on Sept. 
17, Mondie took a 9mm 
Hi-point pistol belonging 
to Barry L. Harrison. 

■ Ryan D. Roy is 
charged with first offense 
unlawful possession of a 
meth precursor and first- 
degree persistent felony of¬ 


fender, all on Sept. 19. 

■ Jessica Ann Rodgers 
is charged with first-degree 
first offense possession of 
a controlled substance and 
public intoxication, occur¬ 
ring on Aug. 4 

■ Jerry Watson is ac¬ 
cused of first-degree first 
offense possession of a 
controlled substance and 
being a persistent felony 
offender in the second-de¬ 
gree, all on July 23. 

■ Way Ion L. Snow faces 
charges of receiving stolen 
property over $500 but less 
than $10,000 and second- 
degree persistent felony of¬ 
fender. Snow is accused of 
having a 2000 Honda gen¬ 


erator on Sept. 21 belong¬ 
ing to Hansel Scott. 

■ William Ray Wething- 
ton is charged with receiv¬ 
ing stolen property over 
$500 but less than $10,000. 
Wethington allegedly had 
unnamed property in his 
possession belonging to 
Anthony Burlison on July 
15. 

■ Dustin K. Luttrell is 
accused of first-degree first 
offense possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance, posses¬ 
sion of drug paraphernalia, 
and public intoxication. On 
July 20, Luttrell is accused 
of possessing meth. 

In separate cases, the 


grand jury did not return 
indictments against Jessica 
Ann Rodgers on second- 
degree DUI and first of¬ 
fense driving on a DUI sus¬ 
pended license; and Donna 
M. Burchfield on charges 
of first-degree first offense 
possession of a controlled 
substance, two counts of 
second-degree first offense 
possession of a controlled 
substance, and third-degree 
first offense possession of a 
controlled substance. 

Editor s note: An indict¬ 
ment is a legal accusation 
that implies neither guilt 
nor innocence. 


Man sentenced to 15 years for burglary

A Eubank man, accused 
of breaking into the Jerry 
Jones’ home on Fishing 
Creek Road on Sept. 9, 
2013, appeared in Casey 
Circuit Court on Oct. 13 be¬ 
fore Judge Judy D. Vance. 

Vance sentenced Travis 
D. Taylor, 35, to 15 years in 
prison on charges of theft 
by unlawful taking, over 
$500, first-degree burglary, 
second-degree criminal 
mischief, and being a per¬ 
sistent felony offender. 

Taylor is also charged 


with receiving stolen prop¬ 
erty, over $500, but under 
$10,000, when he was 
riding a silver Honda mo¬ 
torcycle that he knew had 
been stolen. He is sched¬ 
uled for a jury trial on that 
charge on April 15. 

In other actions: 

■ Jason Wade Car¬ 
man was sentenced to five 
years in prison, serve eight 
months, with the balance to 
be probated for five years, 
on charges of third-degree 
burglary and theft by un¬ 
lawful taking under $500. 


■ Sunshine Novak was 
sentenced to three years 
in prison with pre-trial di¬ 
version for five years, on 
a charge of first offense 
unlawful possession of a 
meth precursor. 

■ Stefanie R. Bryant was 
sentenced to three years in 
prison, probated for five 
years, on a charge of at¬ 
tempting to obtain a con¬ 
trolled substance by fraud/ 
false statement or forgery. 

■ Zach Richardson, who 
pleaded guilty to 11 counts 
of second-degree criminal 
possession of a forged in¬ 
strument, was sentenced 


to five years in prison with 
pretrial diversion for five 
years. 

■ Timothy Waynes Es¬ 
tes pleaded guilty to two 
counts of second-degree 
criminal possession of a 
forged instrument, first- 
degree criminal possession 
of a forged instrument, and 
tampering with physical 
evidence. Sentencing is set 
for Nov. 24. 

■ Nelson T. Lynn plead¬ 
ed guilty to first offense 
manufacturing meth.

Casey County's 
tobacco landscape 

Curt Isaacs, County 
Executive Director for 
Casey’s Farm Service 
Agency, knows just how 
much these payouts have 
helped the county’s tobac¬ 
co farmers. 

“In 2013, the Casey 
Farm Service Agency paid 
out nearly $1.8 million to 
producers in the Tobacco 
Transition Payment Pro¬ 
gram,” Isaacs said. 

Kentucky leads the na¬ 
tion in burley and fire- 
cured tobacco production 
and ranks second in the 
production of dark-cured 
tobacco. 

Nationally, the Blue- 
grass state ranks second in 
total tobacco production, 
according to the National 
Agricultural Statistics Ser¬ 
vices in 2012. 

“Historically, Casey

County has always been a 
pretty big tobacco-farming 
county,” said Will Stallard, 
Casey County Agricultural 
Extension Agent. “One of 
the interesting trends we’ve 
seen so far is we have few¬ 
er farmers but the ones who 
are still raising tobacco are 
doing so on a higher acre¬ 
age. The tobacco produc¬ 
ers, who were most com¬ 
monly smaller farms, are 
practically no more.” 

Stallard said with the to¬ 
bacco program each farmer 
had a tobacco base. The 
government controlled the 
amount of tobacco you 
could sell, as well as the 
price at which you sold it. 

“Since then, it’s been a 
free market,” Stallard said. 
“So individual companies 
have been going to tobacco 
producers and signing con¬ 
tracts. For non-contracted 
tobacco producers, the auc¬ 
tion market has been the 
place to sell their crops.”

Locally, Stallard said 
there has been a strong, 
open-market auction here 
for producers. 

“Right now, they’re say¬ 
ing we may not have such a 
strong auction market this 
year and if you don’t have 
a contract, you might be in 
trouble,” Stallard said. 

Isaacs said there’s no 
denying it’s a competi¬ 
tive market and there is no 
guarantee producers will 
get a contract. 

“Those who don’t have 
a contract are at the mercy 
of the auction buyers on 
any particular day,” Isaacs 
said. “If a producer has a 
contract, they have a fairly 
good idea of what their to¬ 
bacco is going to bring per 
pound. At an auction, you 
just never know.” 

Isaacs said many of the 
small tobacco growers 
have quit and much larger 
producers, with much more 
land, are doing the farming

According to Isaacs, in 
2008, 111 producers re¬ 
ported growing tobacco for 
a total of 858 acres in Casey 
County, for an average 
of 7.7 acres per producer. 
By 2014, that number had 
dropped to 26 producers, 
raising a total of 650 acres 
for an acreage of 25 acres 
per producer. 

“So in just six short 
years you can see the trend 
of small acreage producers 
dropping out of the busi¬ 
ness being replaced by 
larger operations,” Isaacs 
said. 

After the well runs dry 

Without the annual pay¬ 
ments, many of today’s to¬ 
bacco producers would not 
exist - including Vallard 
Goode of Casey County. 

Goode started farming 
burley tobacco with his 
father, Alfred Goode, at a

very young age. Now, he 
raises tobacco with his son, 
Robby, 41, who helps man¬ 
age the family’s 150-200 
acres of tobacco. 

Goode said he watched 
a lot of farmers use the 
annual payouts to venture 
into other industries, like 
his brother who went into 
dairy farming, but he used 
his payments to pay off 
debt, purchase equipment 
and remain in the tobacco 
business. 

“The small tobacco 
farmers are gone now,” he 
said. “You have to have a 
contract.” 

Luckily, Goode’s 150 
acres of burley tobacco is 
contracted with Phillip- 
Morris. 

Goode’s wife, Brenda, 
who keeps the farm’s 
books and bills in order, 
said without the annual 
payments, they’d be in a 
much different position. 

“It helped us pay the bills 


that we normally wouldn’t 
be able to pay,” Brenda 
said. “At times we’ve used 
the money to rent extra 
land and overall, it has put 
us in a much better farming 
position.” 

Just last year, the Goodes 
suffered a maj or blow when 
their tobacco stripping bam 
caught fire and burned to 
the ground. 

“We had to start from 
scratch,” Brenda said. 
“We had a little insurance, 
which helped. But the to¬ 
bacco payment helped pay 
for the equipment we lost, 
like our tobacco presses, 
and it definitely helped get 
us back on our feet.” 

The Goodes are unsure 
about the post-buyout fu¬ 
ture, though they have a 
better idea than those pro¬ 
ducers with no contracts. 

“Things will change 
some, but we’ll still con¬ 
tinue,” Vallard said.

Revenge was sweet as 
Casey won 41-39 and ad¬ 
vanced to the champion¬ 
ship game.

Homecoming night 

brought a victory to Rebel 
field on Friday night. Casey 
County defeated Metcalfe 
County 16-7 to even their 
season record at 4-4. 

“That was a good one,”

days of practice. The biggest 
struggle was we were limited 
in things we could do.” 

With 12 players not dress¬ 
ing due to suspension, the 
Rebel roster was cut nearly in 
half, limiting the rotation of 
players on the field. 

Marple said it was a strug¬ 
gle for the team, but reflected 
the week-to-week problem 
the team has experienced in 
recent years due to Casey’s 
previous team size. 

“We had a lot of guys who 
had to play both sides, but I 
thought our kids did a good 
job and a lot of positives came 
out of it,” Marple said. 

The Rebels were never 
trailed in the game, putting 
the first points on the board 
at 4:26 in the first quarter.

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Casey school district finances steadily improving

The Casey County 
School District’s financial 
status has been improving 
steadily for many years, ac¬ 
cording to Bryan Woosley 
of Stiles, Carter and Associ¬ 
ates, who gave the financial 
audit report during a meet¬ 
ing on Oct. 13. 

Woolsey, who conducted 
the annual audit for the fi¬ 
nancial year ending on June 
30, said there were no au¬ 
dit findings from the prior 
year. 

In a letter to the board, 
auditors stated there were 
several opportunities for 
strengthening internal con¬ 
trols and operating efficien¬ 
cies. 

“The most common de¬ 
ficiencies were related to 
fundraisers, inventory con¬ 
trol, ticket sales, purchase 
orders, and cash advances,” 
Woosley said. 

Current issues 

■ At Casey County Mid¬ 
dle School, uncorrected 
prior-year findings included 
a deficiency within the in¬ 
ventory control worksheet, 
which was not properly 
completed for the school’s 
concessions for all athletic 
concessions. The form was 
left blank for all concessions 
and was not signed or dated 
by the person completing 
the inventory. Current-year 


problems included incor¬ 
rectly filed travel vouchers 
and expense reports, as well 
as missing receipts. 

■ Casey County High 
School was flagged for 
missing invoices and in 
two instances, for problems 
regarding cash advances; 
$4,000 for cheerleaders’ 
meals for five days at na¬ 
tionals, contained an ex¬ 
pense report, however, 
“amount returned” was list¬ 
ed as zero and receipts for 
money actually spent were 
not included, the report 
states. Also, a $450 cash 
advance for basketball team 
meals from the boosters ac¬ 
count was not returned on 
time and the EndZone Pizza 
and Pub receipt appeared as 
if food was only purchased 
for one individual. The re¬ 
port also noted that on two 
receipts was handwritten 
“$20 tip,” and in both in¬ 
stances this amount was 
over the 15 percent tip al¬ 
lowed by the district. 

■ At Liberty Elemen¬ 
tary, auditors pointed out 
that Student Vending fund 
forms were not initialed by 
the person who collected 
the money or signed by the 
person who completed the 
inventory. 

■ An issue regarding the 
segregation of duties was 
noted at Walnut Hill El¬ 
ementary. The report states 
the school’s bookkeeper 
enters invoices into the ac¬ 


counting system, prints 
checks, matches invoices 
to checks and mails checks, 
all of which are duties that 
should be segregated. 

Management has dis¬ 
cussed these items with 
school personnel and plans 
for corrective action are al¬ 
ready in place. 

“If you look at some of 
these issues, there are things 
that are not exactly happen¬ 
ing within the central of¬ 
fices,” Woosley said. “For 
example, maybe the people 
preparing these forms need 
a little more help figuring 
out what to do. Sometimes 
they don’t get the education 
they need, so by the time it 
gets to the bookkeeper or 
the principal, the forms are 
already incorrect. My rec¬ 
ommendation would be to 
have a brief faculty meeting 
over how to fill out the key 
forms.” 

Future implications 

Woosley explained sev¬ 
eral financial highlights to 
the board during Monday’s 
meeting, including the im¬ 
pact that future financial 
issues might have on fiscal 
budgeting, and recommen¬ 
dations on how members 
might prepare for them. 

Issues which will impact 
future budgets were: 

■ State budgetary short¬ 
falls that could result in 
the inability to fully fund 
SEEK (Support Education 


Excellence in Kentucky). 

■ Sequestration of fed¬ 
eral funds, and insufficient 
funding of the state trans¬ 
portation formula 

■ Challenge of balancing 
staffing needs with declin¬ 
ing enrollment, while pro¬ 
viding student resources in 
a time of increasing prices 
for goods and services 

The next thing Woosley 
pointed out was important, 
he said, because it would 
be something the board 
will want to look at as they 
move forward. 

“The General Fund bal¬ 
ance decreased $478,000 
in FY14, compared to the 
decrease of $545,000 the 
year before. So over the last 
couple of years you see a 
decline close to $1 million 
in the GF balance, which 
you can see in the way 
SEEK revenues are down,” 
he said. “So, as you’re plan¬ 
ning for future years, keep 
in mind that the GF balance 
can’t sustain that sort of a 
decline for too many years 
without being fully deplet¬ 
ed.” 

The district has been bud¬ 
geting and spending conser¬ 
vatively for several years 
now, the report states. In 
addition, the economy still 
has not fiilly recovered from 
the downturn that started in 
2008 and the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Education staff 
warns all districts to be fis¬ 
cally conservative for fear 


that state grants will be cut 
further. 

In other business, the 
board: 

■ Heard Kevin Stephens, 
Director of Pupil Personnel, 
give the attendance report 
for the month of Septem¬ 
ber. Four out of five schools 
met attendance goals for 
September - Casey County 
Middle School, Jones Park 
Elementary, Liberty El¬ 
ementary, and Walnut Hill 
Elementary. The most im¬ 
proved attendance was JPE, 
for the second month in a 
row, with 97 percent. The 
winner of best attendance 
was LES with 97.34 per¬ 
cent. The overall score for 
the district is 96.22. 

■ Heard Boyd Harris re¬ 
port on the district’s state 
assessment and K-PREP 
scores, which showed im¬ 
provements across the 
county. 

■ Heard Director of Dis¬ 
trict Wide Services Deena 
Randolph give the financial 
report. The report states to¬ 
tal cash is $7.5 million and 
general fund cash is $6.3 
million, down $200,000 
from the prior year. Ran¬ 
dolph said she was pleased 
with the total balances at 
this time. The GF fund bal¬ 
ance is $3.2 million and that 
is down $517,000 from the 
prior year. 

“As the auditors have 
stated, the beginning bal¬ 
ance is down $478,000, rev¬ 


enues are up $17,000, and 
expenses are up $56,000,” 
Randolph said, “So all of 
that totals to a $517,000 de¬ 
crease.” 

■ Nominated Montana 
Cundiff and Connor McGill 
for the Kentucky School 
Board Association scholar¬ 
ship. 

■ Heard Superintendent 
Marion Sowders report on 
the following personnel ac¬ 
tions: 

Jacob Smith, Jerry Wil¬ 
son, and Tony Buis were 
employed as bus drivers; 
Amanda Spinks, secretary; 
Dean Terry, maintenance 
technician/electrician; Lu- 
ann Williams, Boyd Harris, 
and Shawn Pierce, directors 
of district wide programs; 
Casey County High School, 
Melissa Durham, assis¬ 
tant track and field coach; 
Casey County Middle 
School, Melissa Owens, 
21st CCLC Program assis¬ 
tant; and Angie Coffman, 
softball coach.

To warm the crowd up 
before Grimes spoke, for¬ 
mer Kentucky Gov.

“As we travel and we’ve 
been to most all the coun¬ 
ties, as we travel, and 
we’ll get to all the coun¬ 
ties, there’s enthusiasm 
like you all have.

who served as Kentucky’s 
Democratic governor from 
1987 to 1991. 

Blaming McConnell for 
the gridlock, obstruction, 
and partisanship in Wash¬ 
ington, Grimes vowed to 
reach across party lines 
“like Wallace Wilkinson 
taught me how to do.” 

“I’ll reach across the 
aisle and work with any¬ 
body that has the best inter¬ 
ests of our state at heart,” 
she said. 

Grimes listed several 
groups of people that she 
said she’s fighting for — 
single working mothers, 
other Kentuckians who are 
forced to leave the state 
looking for work, veterans 
seeking competent care 
at Kentucky’s Veteran’s 
hospitals, and students 
wanting a senator who’s 


got their back instead of 
a “senator who’s backing 
Wall Street.” 

“I’m in this race for the 
mama that I know gets up 
at 6 a.m. working two jobs 
to help feed a 6 month old 
because she doesn’t have a 
senator who actually wants 
to help her actually make 
ends meet and get an in¬ 
crease in the minimum 
wage,” she said. 

Grimes recalled a worker 
in northern Kentucky who 
told her that he couldn’t 
sell his suitcase in a yard 
sale because he “needed 
it to go out of state to find 
work.” 

And the veteran who 
said “I don’t want special 
treatment — I just want a 
senator who can get me 
treatment,” is yet another 
reason Grimes said she’s in 
this race. 

Grimes also referred to 
McConnell’s vast cam¬ 
paign war chest, including 
spending $50 million in 


negative false ads. 

“He thinks that Barack 
Obama is on the ballot. 
He’s not, I am, and I have 
my disagreements with the 
president but $50 million 
isn’t going to put his name 
on the ballot,” Grimes said. 
“He can buy the airwaves 
but he can’t buy the hearts 
and minds of each of you 
here.” 

In an interview after the 
speech, Grimes was asked 
about her views on same- 
sex marriage and abor¬ 
tion. “Well, I’ve always 
said that my husband and 
I have been married eight 
years and I believe oth¬ 
ers should be able to make 
that same commitment and 
I do believe in separation 
of church and state.” With¬ 
out directly addressing the 
abortion issue, Grimes said 
that with these “very seri¬ 
ous decisions, it comes 
down to between a woman, 
her doctor, and her God.”

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Heating assistance program to begin Nov. 3

A program to help low 
income families pay to heat 
their residences begins Nov. 3 
and will mn through Dec. 11. 

The Low Income Home 
Energy Assistance Program 
(LIHEAP) is being adminis¬ 
tered through the Lake Cum¬ 
berland Community Action 
Agency office at 85 Beldon 
Ave. in Liberty. 

According to Sarah Robin¬ 
son, Outreach Specialist for 
Casey County with LCCAA, 


a family qualifying for as¬ 
sistance within the income 
guidelines (130 percent of the 
poverty level) must furnish 
the local LCCAA office with 
certain documents. 

“Applicants need to bring 
a Social Security card or 
permanent resident card for 
each member of the house¬ 
hold, proof of income for 
each household member for 
the previous month, the most 
recent heating bill or verifica¬ 
tion from the landlord stat¬ 
ing that heating expenses are 
included in the rent, and the 


most recent electric bill veri¬ 
fying the physical address of 
the home,” she said. 

Robinson said that she 
encourages everyone who 
thinks they’re eligible to 
come by her office now and 
apply for this assistance. 

The Kentucky LIHEAP 
program helps approximately 
150,000 Kentucky families 
pay their heating bills each 
winter, stated the Kentucky 
Cabinet for Health and Hu¬ 
man Services Web site. 

The U.S. Department for 
Health and Human Services 


allocates funding to Ken¬ 
tucky through the Cabinet 
for Health and Family Ser¬ 
vices, which contracts with 
Community Action Agencies 
across the state to receive LI¬ 
HEAP applications and pro¬ 
vide recipient benefits, the 
site stated.

Casey County Fiscal Court receives grant 


Casey County Fiscal 
Court has been awarded 
a state Law Enforce¬ 
ment Protection Program 
(LEPP) grant for $4,800 to 
purchase Tasers and bat¬ 
tery packs. 

A total of 30 law en¬ 
forcement agencies were 
awarded $ 170,832 in LEPP 
grants, which are adminis¬ 
tered by the Kentucky Of¬ 
fice of Homeland Security 
(KOHS) to give financial 
help for certain items es¬ 
sential in the course of 


their duties. 

“These grants provide 
important funds for law 
enforcement agencies to 
acquire necessary protec¬ 
tive equipment for their 
officers who endeavor to 
keep our Commonwealth 
safe and secure,” Gov. 
Steve Beshear said. 

In conjunction with the 
Kentucky State Police 
(KSP), KOHS derives in¬ 
come from sales of con¬ 
fiscated weapons. KSP 
conducts periodic auc¬ 


tions - only to federally 
licensed firearms dealers 
- that generate dollars for 
the LEPP initiative. 

KOHS then assesses 
needs and, after prioriti¬ 
zation, provides available 
funds for the acquisition 
of body armor, duty weap¬ 
ons, ammunition, and 
electronic or muscular dis¬ 
ruption technical devices, 
which are often referred to 
as Tasers. 

“It’s gratifying to know 
we can help in some way 


to supply law enforce¬ 
ment with some of the 
tools they need to carry 
out their important jobs,” 
said Gene Kiser, execu¬ 
tive director of KOHS. 

LEPP support goes to 
police agencies of cities, 
counties, charter counties, 
unified counties, urban- 
counties and consoli¬ 
dated local governments, 
sheriff’s departments and 
public university police 
departments.
